INTERNATIONAL AIRPORT ANTHORIIY OF INDIA 

NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, life 24th May, 1932 

No. PERS/SC/13/73-Vol. Ill.—In exercise of the powers 
conferred by clause (b) of sub section 37 read with sub¬ 
section (2) oi section 38 of the International Airports Autho¬ 
rity Act, 1971 (43 of 1971), the International Airports 
Authority of India with the previous approval of the Centtral 
Government, hereby makes the following regulations, 
namely :—■ 

1. Short title, commencement and application.—(1) These 
regr lations may be called the Intel national Aiiports Authority 
of India (1-eave Travel Concession) Regulations, 1982. 

(2) They shall come into force on the dote of their publi¬ 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

(3i They shall apply to nil the employees of the Autho¬ 
rity 

(i) who ate entitled to regular leave ; 

Ui) who arc appointed on « contract basis, if the con¬ 
tract is for a Den°d exceeding one year, and 

(iii) who arc re-employed, on completion of one year’s 
continuous service ; 

and shall not apply to persons, 

til who are not in the whole time, employment of the 
Authority, or 

(ir) who -are daily wage employees, oi 
(iii) who aie liainees or apprentices ; 

Provided that the pet sons who arc on deputation from 
the Ministries and Departments of the Central 
Government and other Organisations shall have the 
option if otherwise admissible tinder the terms of 
their deputation, to choose between leave travel 
concession as admissible under these regulations 
and that admissible to them under (heir parent 
thganisation whichever is more lavourable to them, 
hui no such person sh ill he entitled lo avail of the 
1 oneession from the Atllhoii'/ fur sell and/or for 
his family for the duration of the block of 2|4 
years, if he and/or his family, as the case may 
be has altcady availed of the concession ,undcr his 
parent Organisation dining the block. 

2 Definition.—-In these regulations,— 

(a) ''block" mea.n» a group of two consecutive calendar 
yeais, commencing 1rom the year 1972-73 ; 

(b) “competent authority” means the Chairman oi any 

Member or any otli c: authorised in this behalf by 
the Chairman ; 

(e) “concession" means the leave travel concession 
admissible under these regulations ; 

(d) “family" means an employee's wife or husband, as 
the case may he. lesiJmg with the employee, legiti¬ 
mate childieu including step children and adopted 
children (if under the pctwmal law applicable to 
I he employee, adoption is legally recognised as 
conferring on the child so adoptee (tie status of a 


natural child), wholly dependent on the employee, 
parents, sisters and minor brother.', residing with, 
and wholly dependent on the employee. 

Note :—Not more than one wife is included in tile term 
’Family’ for the purposes of these regulations ; 

te) “home town” means the peirnanent home town or 
village as entered in the service lecoic of the em¬ 
ployee or such other plac e as has been declaicd 
by him to be his home town and accepted by the 
competent authority. 

3. Declartion of home town.—(I) livery employee shall 
within a period of six months from the date of commence- 
meni of these regulations or before availing of the concession, 
whichever is earlier, imak c a decimation to the competent 
authority as his home town for the purposes of these tegula- 
tton : 

fiovided that 11 new en Irani lo the service of the 
Authority shall make such a declaration bciore 
the expiry of six mouths from the date of entry 
into service. 

(2) A declaration of home town once made shall be 
tieaten as final, but in exceptional circumstances a competent 
aulhoiily may, for reasons to he iccorded in writing, authorise 
a change in any such declaration, provided that such a change 
shall not he i ulhon’sed moic than once during the entire 
service of the employee ; 

(3) Every request for change of home town by an employee 
shall be supported by reasons such as ownership of immo¬ 
vable pioperly or permanent residence of near relative. 

4. Admissibility of leave Intel concession.—The conces¬ 
sion shall be admissible to an employee for visiting his 
home town ami the authority 'hull reimburse the fare sub¬ 
ject to the following conditions, namely :— 

(a) The concession shall he admissible lo an employee 
and the members of his family for visiting his home 
town onco in evciy block, year subject to prior 
approval of the competent aulhoiity. 

Note .—The employle may avail himself of the conce¬ 
ssion duing regular or casual leave. 

Note II—The membets of ire family shall be entitled to 
the concession irrespective of the fact that the 
employee has or has not been grunted regular 
leave or casual leave fO 1 ' the purpose or that his 
leave has or has not been officially lefuscd. 

Note Jil —An employee who declares subject to the satis¬ 
faction of the competent authority that his home 
town is outside India -hall also be entitled to the 
concession for visiting his home-town. The 
Authority’s assistance in such a case shall be 
limited to the shaic of the fare for journeys by 
the shortest route calculate t on a through ticket 
basis upto and from llie India) railway station 
or port thy the shortest route' nearest to his 
home town, 

E.vpl'.mnlion.- Fur the [impose of this regulation, Lhc teim 
■port’ nearest to his home town means the port 
in India nearest to the home-town of the em¬ 
ployee. 

(b) The Authority shall make full re-imbuisemen! of the 
expenses incurred in visiting home town in a block 
of 2 yeais for the Gass by which the employee is 
entitled for travel and lull I'emibuisement for visit¬ 
ing any place in India in a bio-k of 4 yeais. 

Note :—-The liability of the Authority for the cost of rail¬ 
way fare between the employee's headquaitens and 
his buttle town shall he limited to the share of the 
fare by shortest route calculated on a “through’ 
ticket basis, 

(c) The employee and members of his family shall be 

on(11L 1 1 lo lb-* class uf travel by tail a-, pci his 
entitlement under the regiil itions relating to travell¬ 
ing allowance applicable to such employees, subject 
to the condition that if the employee is under the 
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said regulation entitled to 1 1 as cl bv air conditioned 
accommodation, his entitlement to the concession 
shall he on the basis of trace 1 by fust class Only, 

(d) In every case the juurn-V shall he to ihe home-town 
and back but it need not necessarily commence from 
or end at the headquu: U. of the employee Cither 
in his own case or m the case of the membeis of 
his family. Hut th-e assistance annihsible shall be 
the amount admissible for the actual distance tra¬ 
velled, limited to the amount that would have been 
admissible had Ihe journey been performed between 
the headquinters and the home town of the em¬ 
ployee. 

(e) The family members need not accompany the em¬ 

ployee or even tuivel in the sanv' calendar veal 
in which the employee travels. The family members 
will get the concession independently whether the 
employee avails it or not. The members of the 
family of an employee may either travel togelhtr 
or separately in different gioups as may be con¬ 
venient to them. Where they travel in different 
groups, rt( different times, reimbursement of ex¬ 
penditure may be allowed in respect of each group 
provided the journey is reformed during the 
currency of the block in respect of which the first 
group performed its journey. For example, for 
the block 1978-81, its one-group performs the out¬ 
ward journey sometime in 1978, the last group can 
perform, its outward journey any time up to 1982. 
The return journey of each group must be completed 
within months from the date of commencement of 
the outward journey by that group. This condition 
may be relaxed in ipecul cases by the competent 
authority. 

(f> The concession shall be counted against the year 
dining which the outward journey commences. 
However, the employees and their families who are 
unable to avail themselves of the concession in a 
block of two years may be permitted to avail of 
the concession before the end of the first year of 
the next block. 

(g) The concession to hime-tovvn/any place in India 
is admissible both ways during leave preparatory to 
retirement provided the return journey is completed 
before the expiry of the leave. 'I lie concession b 
not admissible dining refused leave and terminal 
leave. 

(hi The concession shall not be admissible to an employee 
who proceeds on leave and then resigns his post 
without returning to duty. 

Note : —’Idle retiring employee shall be entitled to travelling 
allowance, transfer grant and incidentals on the 
same terms as a serving employee on transfer. 

(i) Notwithstanding the provision contained in clause 
(c). an employee may travel by air, steamer or road 
(either by private car or public transport) where 
the places arc connected by rail oi in a class higher 
oi lower than that to which he is entitled, but the 
liability of the Authority shall be restiiclcd to the 
fare as admissible under clause (c) or the actual 
cost of fare, whichever is iess. 

Ij) Subject to (he provisions ol clause (b), in lespcct of 
journeys between places not connected by rail the 
concession shall he admissible as under : 

(It For u journey which is covered by a recognised 
public transport system, the assistance shall be Ihe 
full actual fare charged. 

(2) For (he portion of journey which is not connec¬ 
ted by a recognised public transport system, the 
assistance shall be full loud mileage at the Tates 
prescribed under the regulations relating to travel¬ 
ling allowance applicable to such employees. 

In either c;ue the amount of assistance shall be calculated 

on the basis of actual fare or mileage allowance, as 

above, as the case may be, at single rates for the em¬ 
ployee and for the members of bis family. 
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Ik) The concession shall not be admissible to an em¬ 
ployee who has not completed one year of conti¬ 
nuous service under Ihe Authoiily. 

(|i An employee whose family is living at h>s home 
town, may instead of having the concession tor his 
family as well as for himself one in a block of 
two ye.us, avail of the concession for himself alone 
once every year for visiting his home-town. 

iml Without picjudicc to ih.‘ provision- contained in 
preceding clause (f). if the leave applied for by an 
employee is icfused in writing by the authority 
competent to sanction th: same in the interest of 
public service and if it is also certified by that 
authority that leave cannot be granted at any time 
during that calendar year, in that case, the concession 
shall be deemed to have lapsed for that occasion so 
far us the employee himself is concerned. 

(n) Once in a block of four calendar years commenc¬ 

ing fiom the year 1974. eveiy employee of the 
Authority shall be entitled to avail himself of the 
concession for journey to any place in India, sub¬ 
ject to all other conditions laid down in these regu¬ 
lations. fn particular, concession for travelling to 
any place in India, if not utilized, during the block 
of four years, shall be carried forward to Ihe first 
year of the next block of the four years. 

Note —Employees who are entitled to Ihe concession for 
journeys to their home-town shall also be eligible 
to avail themselves of the concession to truvel to 
any place in India once in block of four years, but, 
if ihis concession is utilised, it will be in lieu of and 
adjusted against the concession to the home-town 
including the concession, if any, carried forward, to 
which they may be entitled at the time of jeruney 
to any place in India is undertaken Further, such 
employees shall be entitled to carry forward the 
con ession to travel to any place in Tndi« lo Ihr 
first year of the next block of four years only if 
they are entitled to carry forward the concession to 
home-town for that year, 

(o) The concession for one way journey shall be admis¬ 

sible to the members of the family of an employee 
wi(h reference to the facts existing at the time of 
the forward and return journeys independently. 

Illustrations ;—(n) 4 he following persons shall be entitled to 
reimbursement in respect of the outward journey only, 
namely :— 

(i) a dependent son or daughter getting employment or 

getting married after going to hometown or re¬ 
maining there for prosecution of studies ; or 

(ii) the family having performed the journey to home¬ 

town have no intention of completing the return 
journey from home-town, provided the employee 
forgoes in writing the concession in lcspect of ihe 
return journey if performed by the members of his 
family at a subsequent dale. 

(b) The following persons ‘-hull be entitled lo reimbursement 
in respect of return journey only, namclv : — 

til a newly married wife coming from home-town to 
headquarters station or a wife who has been living 
at home-town and did not avail herseb of the 
leave travel concession in respect of the outward 
joruney ; or 

(ii) a dependent .son or daughter returning with parents 
or coming alone frum home-town where he or she 
has been prosecuting studies or living with grand 
parents etc., or 

tiii) a child who was previously below three or twelve 
years of age but has completed three or twelve 
wars of age only at (he lime of (lie return journey ; 
or 

(iv) a child legally adopted by an employer whit staving 
in he homc-ow#. 

5. Submission of claims.—(1) The. employee shall prefer 
claim for reimbursement together wiih necessary details and 
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titnish a certificate that he and his family actually perfor- 
ncd such journeys. 

(2) The employee shall also produce evidence of his hav- 
flg actually performed the ioruucy, namely, serial number 
f rail tickets, cash receipt, wherever it, is practicable. 

(.’) The employee shall submit the claim for reimburse- 
lent of the com of travel under these regulation! within 90 
ftys after the completion of the return journey, otherwise 
he right to reimbursement to may be forfeited unless relaxed 
i special circumstances in an v paiticular case by the com- 
irtent authority. 

6 . Advance :—(.1} Advance may b e sanctioned by the 
ontrolling Officer concerned up lo 90 per cent of the 
stinieted claim of the employee for reimbursement. 


(2) Advance may also be sanctioned by the controlling 
officer for each different group of the members of the family 
of the employee and there may not be any objection to 
pel milting adjustment of his claims separately. When, how¬ 
ever, a consolidated advance is drawn by the employee in 
respect of the members of his family, one adjustment claim 
shall be prepared for all the groups 

7. Interpretation :—-If any questio t aiises relating | () ihe 
imerp-elation of these regulations, it shall be referted to the 
Chairman who shall decide the same.
